Marchers on 
Second Leg 


SELMA, Ala. (AP) — About 
400 marchers led by Dr. Martin 
Luther King Jr. broke camp in 
a frost-covered cow pasture to­ 
day and started trudging along 
the highway on the second leg of 
a 50-mile voter crusade to Ala­ 
bama's capital. 
It was clear and crisp under a 
b r i gh t blue 
sky 
when 
the 
marchers 
rolled 
out 
of 
their 
sleeping bags and ate breakfast. 
They 
were 
the remnants 
of 
thousands who started the trek 
Sunday from Selma, 
They dined on oatmeal, toast, 
jelly and coffee. 
Resumes 
Then about 8 a.m. the march 
resumed. King said they would 
walk 14 miles today — twice the 
distance covered in the first day 
of the pilgrimage to Montgom­ 
ery aimed at dramatizing his 
Negro voter drive. 
The temperature fell to 31 de­ 
grees overnight, but after sunup 
the weather grew warmer. 
King slept in a pink and white 
heated house trailer placed in 
the center of the camp. Two 
large

tents 
were 
the 
sleeping 
quarters 
for 
the 
marchers. The men slept in one, 
the women in the other. 
National Guardsmen, federal­ 
ized by presidential order, kept 
watch around the camp. The 
soldiers stood around their own 
fires, circling the tents at about 
100 yards.

A security guard composed 
mainly of members of the Stu­ 
dent 
Nonviolent 
Coordinating 
Committtee stood sentry duty 
within the camp and at King’s 
trailer.

His explanation: the people of 
this area “apparently have re­ 
signed themselves that the Ne­ 
gro movement is an unstoppa­ 
ble movement and that they 
cannot stand on the beach and 
hold the tide back.” 
The historic march is to take 
the demonstrators to the capital 
of “the heart of Dixie,” which 
King said will be turned “into a 
state with a heart of brother­ 
hood and freedom. . . . 
“ We shall reach our goals,” 
he said. “Alabama will be a 
new Alabama. Its children will 
finally

BIRMINGHAM. Ala. (AP) - 
A sixth potentially devastating 
homemade dynamite bomb was 
found in a predominantly Negro 
section today as authorities bol­ 
stered police patrols to guard 
possible targets. 
Five of the devices which offi­ 
cers are convinced were meant 
to explode were found Sunday in 
this Southern steel city which 
has a history of bombings since 
19 55. 
Latest Bomb 
The latest bomb was found 
beneath 
a panel truck in the 
parking lot of a Negro funeral 
home, Poole Funeral Chapel. 
The explosive device was dis­ 
armed by the same Army de­ 
molition experts who disman­ 
tled the five bombs previously 
uncovered. 
The cheap alarm clock used 
as a timing device had stopped 
at 11:45 a.m., 15 minutes short 
of the noon hour used on similar 
devices in four of the other 
bombs. One of the bombs was 
timed to go off at about 6 p.m. 
Similar 
Its construction was similar to 
the other five — 50 sticks of 
dyamite and a detonating de­ 
vice. This brings the total num­ 
ber of dynamite sticks used in 
constructing the bombs to about 
300. 
G. M. Smith, one of the funer­ 
al home managers, said the lat­ 
est bomb was found by James 
Taylor, a car washer for the 
mortuary. 
Police have launched an ex­ 
tensive investigation 
into the 
near disasters they say were 
avoided by the cool work of the 
two Army demolition men.

One objectiv e of this gas war­ 
fare is to immobilize the enemy 
qu ickly to permit the rescu e of 
prisoners held by the Viet Cong.
